A thin layer of dnst allowed to set- 
tle npon them wlU, In » measnre. ob- 
scure the light within. "nieFefore they 
require frequent wasblDg and mbhing 
In order that the light may not be 
hindered from sending Its brUUant 
raya across the sea. 

Uow often ve allow the dust of ilils 
world to obscure the light 'wtalcb ought 
to shine out from our Uvea ! The 



wilch only shows itself once lu a 
whUe. The Ught which the true 
Christian exhibits is like the fixed 
Ught of a Ughthoase which is always 
Tislble. 

How many souls have beea driven 
on the rocks of destrnctlon simply be- 
cause the light ot ihe profeisBiiifi 
Christian was not always Tlsible ! 

Again, it is worthy <A notice that 
the light in the lighthouse tower Is 
seen more plainly and at a ereater 
distance during the darkest night. 

We leam from this fact that we 
ought to shine as Chrlsllatis with 
more brilliancy and effect during the 
darkest seasons of life ana In the 
dai^est places.

The fixed llg^it, however, which is 
always visible, seems to afford the 
best lessons, fio let us see what we 
can leam from IL 

In the first place, we notice that the 
lighthouse Is erected for a purpose. It 
1b not erected simply to i>e an orna- 
ment to our sea coasts and to our. 
cGontTy, as vis*^ zi^^^^iiSccnt buJl^' 
ings are erected to-day, but it Is built 
for a purpose. 

We team from this that God has 
created ns and i^ced us In this 
world for a grand pnrpose — to ahlue 
as spiritual dlghts. and thas be the 
means in His h^nds of gnidlng precl- 
ooa souls drifting on the stormy sea of 
error and death "into the peaceful 
haven ot Salvation." This Is what Ck>d 
has created as for, not to be useless 
ornaments, as many people are to-day. 
but to be ns^nl instmments in His 
bands. 

Are we to-day serving the purpose 
for wlitth we were created ? 

We sodce again that the lighthOHEe 
Itself Is useless without the lighting 
apparattts. It may be perfectly con- 
structed and nicely painted. In the 
daytime it may present all the ap- 
pearance of a folly-equipped light- 
bOQSe, but when night sets in no light 
is seen shining from Its tower, hence 
It Is perfectly nselcss to those who 
are on the sea. In danger of being 
driven npon the rocks. 

This wonM teach ns that without 
the light Of God's Spirit within our 
hearts we are perfectly useless in 
leading sonis to Christ. Uke the light- 
house without llghUng apparatus we 
may liave aiil the appeorasce <A b^ns- 
Inenei^, hut ixissessing no power to 
shine 05 spiritual lighu. 

U Is only when the heart is fiiiej 
with the fire of God's Spirit and love 
that It Is able to send oni brill iaul 
beams to cheer those araond os and 
golde them towards the haven of rest. 

Is tie fire of God's Spirit and love 
burning In your heart tc-day? 

Turning again to the Ughthonse, we 
notice that the ligotlog apparatus 
within Its tower mnst be Sept In per- 
fect order, so that the light may be 
seen to advantage. The lamps musi 
be cleaned every day, the oi} reser- 
voirs have to be replenished, the re- 
ueciors need careful polishing; lu 
fact, everything belooglng to the 
lighting apparatus mast receive daily 
Attention. 

These dally dntles. apparently of 
small consequenre, play a Tery impor- 
tant part In malflne the lighthouse a 
boon to mariners. The careless neg- 
lecl of these smalt things on the part 
of the llght'keepcr woi^d be sufficient 
to csnse a shipping disaster, and be 
the meuiB of sending hundredit of 
Bonis down lo a watery grave-. 

Th^ leBBon we may draw from tbia 
is that we need to give daily altenUon 
to onr spiritual dntles it Tre inrould let 
onr light shine bc'o/e men.

Kaiser Max, as every one called 
him, though he never was crowned as 
Emperor, began hy gallantly drlvme 
bac tthe Turks, ivho had advanced as 
far as Laybach, so that he was hailoj 
at Innspnick, his tavorite city, as "a 
deliverer. 

He then married Blanca Barla, the 
sister of Glovatonl Galeazzo, Duke of 
Milan, because he wanted to haw a 
fcKitlug In Italy; bui be never \oni 
-her like the "wife of his yonUi, and Bb« 
seems to have been a dull, heavy wo- 
man, who grew insrdiiiaieiy rat froni 
eating snails. The aff^rs tA Italy 
were tbe great concern, tor Blanca's 
uncle, Ludovico ^forea, after haVbg 
brought raiont an invssisa ot Italy ^ 
Charles VIII. of France, was ready to 
do anything to get rid of him. Uaii- 
mlllan Joined the league against Ub, 
and for many years there was a cn- 
tluual stmgKle in. Italy between G^ 
mans, French said Spaniards, th* 
Italians themselves sometimes taking 
part with one, Eometimes with tbe 
other, and only wishing to get rid o( 
them aU aUke ss foreigners. The 
P-ape, Alexander VI., was one <rf tlie 
worst of men, and had brongbt the 
Church into such a state that all gool 
men felt that there w^^ so care bnt 
calling a General Coimcll. Phltip, Ihe 
son of Maximilian and Marie ot Bnr- 
gnndy, had been married to Joans, 
Hie daiisiiter of rerdls£=d, King of 
Aragon, and Isaliel, Qneen ot CnstOe. 
He died in 1504, leaving two soag, 
Charles and Ferdinand, and Are 
datsghters. His ^nle iiecasie iasse 
with grief, and tbe children were 
brou^t up hy Hargarethe, his sister. 
who ruled their inberitancje of the 
Low Countries with great wisdom aad 
skill. She and her father wrote very 
amusing letieis to one another, which 
are still preserved. 

She was sent to manage a treaty 
which Haximilian made with Lools 
XU. or France aealnst the RepnbUc 
and met the French minister, the Car- 
dinal of Amboise, at Cambral, where 
she wrote to ber father that she aad 
he were nearly ready to puU eack 
other'e hair, but at last they agreed 
to attack the Yen^lans, who had 
beaten the Germans and laughed at 
the Ksiser, callissg hiss MasJmlliaa the 
uiu&ejless. Botfe he and I»"is Xn. 
crossed tbe Alps, hut the Cfenca- 
nobles bad Uttlc mind Tor tbe war, 
and the only troops he could trost 
were the landsknechts, foot soldleis 
of low birth, who carried heavy pi-sa, 
formed troo^ under captains of f'Slr 
own, and hired themselves oat to 
fight. At the siege of Padua, Maxi- 
milian asked tLe French knights to 
storm tbe place together with hl3 
landB^ecbts. hut they made answer 
that they wonid not do so unless 
the German knights Ukewise jolnM 
in tbe assault. ' Maximlllsn thought 
this •tsir. hut the German nobility 
made answer that they would only 
3^t == bcrsebsck. and tbst it was 
beneath them to dismount and scran- 
ble through dltctes and walls. Ti"* 
Kaiser was so arnch a^amed of thi-ui 
that be set out at alght with only five 
men, rode forty miles without stop- 
ping; sent orders to break up the 
camp and retired to Austria. 

He was always making ereal 
uchemes and breaking down in them 
for wast of mosey cr of tb<> support 
of his princes, and tnns, thougo ut 
wnit titB f^^Tfrtst sovereign ou the 
throne, and with the Wr:iiesl Ideas and 

nn^TMt nnttmiR hp WM little tnlSled 

or Twpected, and be did very strangB 
(hinss- Julius II, drew him and Hcnrjf 
Yin. Into what he called the Holy 
League, for driving the French out fa 
Italy, aaa wiea Hear? attacked them 
at home, and laid sl^e to Teroiionni*, 
Maximilian went and served In nis 
army as a private knight (or one hun- 
dred crowns & dOf .

My llttln darling 
wae lying with wide open eyes, watch- 
ing me and listening Intently to the 
Blible rforlea TC?.d from a little Testa- 
ment, her "very own," prized because 
her mother's gift and her own choice 
between a dollie and Bible on ber 
birthday. 

I had read, among other stories, the 
record o( Matthew's call from the ga- 
thering of taxes to follow .Tosus. 
"What does that mean, mamma dear?" 
earnestly enquired the little voice 
from the pillows. I tried to explain, 
following up tie ewplanation by tailing 
her how, as a young girl, the Lord 
ealled her mothor to leave home, 
friends, all, to follow Him and tell of 
His love and mercy to others. "But 
you don't always tell about Jesus in 
the ofllce; so<metimes you only write 
letters and things." 

The wordB rang In my ear.q long 
fliter the bright "blue eyes were closed 
and the tired little head had turned 
from me In sweet, restful repose.

"only letters and things r" How much 
they mean to the writers and readers. 
What a strange world this would be 
without dts little wrlttem missives. 
Ever alaco in the early morning of 
Us history, when Enoch, who "waik- 
ed with God," and therefore under- 
stood His purposes. Invented letters, 
how great has been their powr.r to 
hlcsB or curse, to cheer or depress, to 
iinlift I.I- (:ft«t down. 

Who shall write the. story of letters? 
We all remember tho debating claase.s 
of our youthful days, with their stan- 
dard Subjects, one of which was, 
"WMch is the greater, the pen or tin; 
sword?" and flxed indelibly npon our 
minds Is the verdict of the henlftl 
discussion, the pen carrying off the 
laurels. How Important a factor in the 
affairs of the universe are lettere. 
They anpplement the message of the 
electric forces in international trans- 
actions, they malie clear the nrrangc- 
meana ot commerce and trade and 
speed around and across the earth by 
rail and steamer and etage with news 
of missionary enterprise. 

What messages of hope and cour- 
age letters otttimes bring on their 
white wings, what jnsplrKtioii (o 
the faint-hearted, what comfort to the 
sorrowing and ulrenglh lo the strug- 
gling. How eagerly tho ngod mother 
watehos for the letter from the soldier 
boy across the sea, and the wlfa ^pr 
news of the loved husband. How full 
of rauolr; Is the postman's knock to 
the Bister who longs tor the epistio 
which comes from the brother's henrt 
to her own, How the weary toiler in 
God'B vineyard rejoices in the news 
from afar of victory and success iu 
the life ot the comrade worker. 

letters, then, still carcy with them 
iiho magic to dry the taam oi- to cuuse 
them to flow. How often liave wo 
hoard the remark: "Tt was that let- 
ter — my [friend must hove had am (n- 
eulratlou, for hio letter oamu JiiHt at 
the moment when I felt no one c::red. 
His loving, lielpful words lifted the 
luirdnn, rhanod nwny Mie gloom, clear- 
ed the dark sky and made me feel 
that life after nil held something to 
live for, .that at least some one was 
Inleieatod, some one was thinking oi" 
uK^-^and T ffl.^^nd the rtlfflnnltv and 
have ibravely been (Ightlng life's bat- 
tlea ever alncH." 

Ar mv nvlnrt rflvflvtod lo the letters 
which come Into my own hands, I 
thought of tho diversity ot life and 
osporlonrjo they represented. 

Lettors — letters from city olliclals, 
Inttei's from ^ovvrumiiul ollioSalu, let- 
ters obout grants atid petitions, 
'easog, property, llnaneo, letters from 
mlnlaters. Christian workers of other 
denomlnatlooia, letters from motiherfl 
aeelclng wandering boys or wayward 
girls, lettera from glrla in heartbreak- 
ing trouble liii'l hoys In distress, tot- 
ters from Rescue olllcers respecting a 



hundred and unu diCereut matters re- 
lative to the work of their Homes, 
letters from League of Mercy work- 
ers telling ot victory and difficulty, 
encouragement and dlscouragomepnt. 
Oh. the Bcoies ot letters! A3 I turn 
to the letter basket and niok out in- 
discriminately a tew typical ones, I 
want to pass on the thoughts contain- 
ed In 'Ihem that tho hope expressed In 
one may Inspire, the sins mourned In 
ainother may warn and the thoughts of 
gratltudd and faltb ot others may help 
some reader. No names are mention- 
ed, a.3 everything that comes to us is 
treated as sacredly confidential. 

The first Is from the far distant 
battle-field of South Africa, from a 



young man saved through the League 
ot Merey in a Canadian prison. I give 
an extract, which will show how di- 
vine graee, even amidst the carnage 
and horrors ot war, keeps the trusting 
mind in perfect peace: 

" I am now In , where God hps 

been very good to me, The tcmpta- 

to ieerp that which I have committed 
to Him. Even on the battle-field God 
was very good to me — there, In the 
hot Are ot the enemy, as my comrades 
v,'crc dropping, I lelt as though I 
needed a comforter, and that was 
.resuB. God has 'kept me so far, and 
I am sure He will keep me. I have 
had two letters from mother; she 
took my coming — ;re very hard ex 
flrrf. but she has put It In the Lord's 
hands, and her faith la strong enough 
to believe that He will bring .me safe- 
ly home again."

By the aid rrf thp 
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A Touching Story of a Prisoner Wtio 
Ofed Recently, 

Staff-Capt. Archibald telis the fol- 
lowing pathetic tale : 

G , .a man of sixty years, wae 

sent to the Central Prison on a very 
serious oftenos a year ago. One Sun- 
day afternoon alwut three months 
ago I diagnosed his case and 
found him to be a very ihard man 
in spirit, also a very wicked one, al- 
though r believed him Innocent ot the 
crime he was supposed to have com- 
mitted. Nothing could be done for 
him, however, bat to seek to lead iiiin 
hack to the fold of God. So kneeling 
in his cell, with his hand In mine. 
that Sunday atternoon, be sought the 
Christ of compassion and forgiveness, 
and he arose a new creature in Christ 
Jesus. He then unfolded to m»* his 
heart. Twelve years ago he had a 
home, a beautiful little home. Dip- 
theria entered It, and within ten days 
his wife and children w^re laid bp- 
acath the cloda ot their littl-s family 
plot in tbe Cemetery. Nothing was 
left to him but one little bajby girl, 

which a lady ^-.doptpjj. Poor G 

waa leSt, and In his loneliness, instead 
of leaning on the strong arm of God, 
ais uixu-L lurnca lo ihc bitterness oi 
gall. Not listeuiug to the voice of 
reiigicn he drifted onward and down- 
ward, step by step, till he waa arrest- 
ed and condemned on a serious 

charge, G saJd. "Had 1 not been 

sent to the Central Prison my poor- 
son! might have been lost," therefore, 
that which was a humiliation and dis- 
grace was ihe means of bringing him 
back to God. Being of a rcfiacd and 
delicate constitution, the prison work 
was very hard on him, and tbe Ser- 
geant, who Ilkod his appoarancc, took 
him on as an

One morning, a ferw weeks ago, 
tJie Sergeant ncrtlced bis pale 
face, and said, G — , g"'.: niu3i: 
not work any more uniJl you report 
to the doctor." The doctor placed him 
in the Hospital WaiJ in the prison, 
and after a consultation with the War- 
den, pronounced his ease most serious. 
The Warden, who la always to the 
men very kind, arranged to have blm 
removed to Grace Hospital, desiring 
to give him every ckam:e tor life that 
medical science could grant. Last 
week he was removed thence, but on 
merifcfll eiamlnnlJon was found to be 
too tar gone to undergo an operation

mpmeats, t!!! the Bickering flame of 
lite had ebbed away. He died very 
happy; tears of joy rolled down hlB

the death sweat upon hla brow, and 
my hand In his, he raised his eyes 
heavenward and said, "Captain, my 
wife Etnd children are coming to meet 
me. Ob, how merciful our God Is.

If we turn our attention to the 
Social Work for a moment or two we 
will he astonished at the great ad- 
vance made during the last few years. 
We must at leadt stop to explain some 
of the different departments. 

Thcr« ia flrat the Salvage Brigade, 
one of the moat InteroRting and novel 
plena for flndlns work for the unem- 
ployed. 

This censlstG in the collection of 
waste paper, lumber, furniture, rags, 
and_^ clothiuK. The sale of these ar- 
ticles almost covers the cost of their 
collection, and ipTovMesalar^e amount 
or unskilled labor, whicTi tides meu 
0T«r until they arc able to find some 
regular employment. In the city 01 
Chicago the Salvation Army bos a 
contraict of keeping several of the 
wards clear of waste {taper. In some 
cities baskets ore deposited with 
householders, teams calling regularly 
to remove whatever articles may he 
placed in them. 

Farm Colonies. £lacb colony con- 
sists of a tract of land divided up 
In to small homestead farms, with a 
ctfttage, from five to ten acres of land, 
a few cows, and some pigs and i>oultry. 
The colonist Is assisted to get om to 
his feet, hut has, to repay all Liio 
money expended r,a bim, the nmouut 
being either repaid to the lender or 
reinvested in establishing another 
family. 

Salvation Junk shops. Conmected 
with some of the Salviage Brigades 
are Junk 8b ops, T.'bere the old cloth- 
ing, shoes, and fumlturo collected are 
repaired and sold :o the poor at a low 
price. By thia means quantities of 
cheap clothing are supplied at a nom- 
inal figure, BUfflclent to cover werklaig 
expenses, and at the same time avoid- 
ing tbe appearance oif charity. 

Metropoles for Clerks and Artisans. 
The young men of our cities are sur- 
rounded with pltfallfl and templations. 
The honest young clerk or storeman 



struggling to keep up appearamces on 
tbe small salary be receives, Is liable 
to get among bad companions, unless 
surrounded with g'ood, healthy, moral 
environment. Already several Instltu- 
tlons of this character have been es- 
taibllsheid, and tbere IB a wide field for 
further advance. 

Work Among the Children, Tbe 
servfces of the Salvation Army have 
a special attraction for cMldren. 
W.haiever may be Lh<j opialoa of the 
grown-ups as to the wisdom of tbe 
Army's metUoda, ^tbere oan tfer no 
douTut of their popularity amongst the 
youTig. 

Work Among Grlminalo, Meetings 
are regularly conducted by permission 
of tbe authorities in many jails and 
penitentiaries, resulting In the con- 
version of many of the convicts. 

Work Among Young Women em- 
ployed in stores and oIBces. Tie low 
wages paid to thousaadfl of young 
women emploijed in large city stores 
Is making it yearly more difficult for 
tbem to su'bsist. Homes, hotels, and 
boarding-houaes for respectable young 
women are being establislied to supply 
this urgent need, at tihe earnest re- 
quest of our friends and with their 
hearty backing. This, of course, does 
not apply to Rescue WorV, whieh is 
tarried on extensively In the Unltea 
States. 

ChrlBtmaa Dinners for tbe poor. 
During last Cbrlatmaa the S. A. Spread 
ta'bles throughout the 'Unttsd States 
for no less than 100,000 of the city 
poor. 

Blizzards and Winter Relief. In ad- 
dition to the regular and systematic 
relief of poverty by meana of its var- 
ious InBtltutlons, the Salvation Army 
Is able to render special service at 
times of great emergency. 

Sbolters for Working Men and 
Working Wnmen, The Shelterc for 
the homeless poor havo buen greatly 
appreciated. Here, for ton cents a 
night, or for Its equivalent In work. 



the Army has been able nightly to 
harbor thousands of desUtute persons, 
as well as to provide a clean and 
comfortable resting-place for tJie mul. 
tttudes of working men whose em- 
ployment Is irregular and wJioso 
woees are low. 

Thus we might continue, at very 
great length, to show the far-readhhig 
operations of the S, A. In the United 
States. Tbe development of the Gen- 
eral's Darlcest England ^beme there, 
as in nearly all civilized countrlea of 
tbe world. Is simply beyond ability to 
describe. It Is true the 3. A. haa 
Rescue Homes and Shelters in various 
parts of the globe prerrioua to the 
launching at the Il«.rkest Eiaglaad 
Scheme In 1890, &nd. we may presumti 
it was througai the great Buccess ol 
thrae In being instrumental In lifting 
tboruaands 0* men and women to patha 
of virtue and rospect^lllty that war- 
ranted tbe Genera! deciding upon a 
Btlll greater attempt on Social llnee. 
We will he oMe to retfer to tbe pro- 
gresB of the Scheme laler when we 
touch upon the Army's work In other 
lands. We think, however, we have 
given a fair account of tbf> evolution 
of the Salvation Army In America. 

If our readers will only glance back 
to that Sunday mum lug, In 1872, wthsu 
tbat family from Coventry held their 
flrst meeting In a cbalr factory, the 
lower part d which was half forge and 
half stable, the windows and root 
broken, and tbe walls and earthen 
floor blackened with smoke and coal 
dust, and plaice tn their minds the 
most otrikiaB evfuta wo have related 
from that time until the present, tihey 
will admit tbat thirty years of whole- 
hearted, consecrated efforts havo 
brought about results almost unequal- 
led In the Christtan era.

PROTECTION AGAINST iVIOTHS. 

From this month on the eloth moth 
begins to make Its appeaiante, depas- 
itlns Its eggs In furs and all ktnJs oC 
woirien materials, and often in crev- 
ices In doors, boxes and closets, it 
always seeks quiet, dark places. Clos- 
ets, drawers aaa boxes should bn 
cleaned now. Take special pains to 
clean thoroughly eaieb crack and 
groove. Buy at the druggist's a few 
ounces of oil of red cedar. With a 
small torusb, snch as artists use. ap 
ply the oil of cedar to all cracks and 
grooves In boxes and drawers, and to 
the tops of doors and baseboards In 
cloBets, also around the edges of the 
floors. Use very little of the oil. 
There must not he enough to soli any- 
thing that comes In contact with the 
treated aurface. This treatment will 
maZie c-luSets, uoxes. etc. moth-prool 
for some time, and If closed at once 
the conteulfl will be perfectly safe 
through the summer and fall.

The rubject, of this sketch, Sergt.r 
Major John Webber, o* the 109th corps 
of tlhc Salvation Army jn Canada, wivl 
be one of spscial IntereEt, I am ssre, 
to a large numOier of people, wlio have- 
heard of and known -hlru In Ottawa, 
Pembroke, and. otbor places, and also 
those who have never seen him, hut 
have beard of htm as a faithful war- 
rior, 

John Webber was iborn In the little 
vf Iflgo of Btramfoixl Speke, a tew 
miles from the town of Exeter, County 
Devonshire, Eng., some 4B years ago. 
When about six years Of age his par- 
ents moved to the village of Kings- 
kerswell, where 'he attended school 
for some time, afterwards being em- 
ployed aa a ibutcher's Iwjy, -wlilch bad 
anything but a good effect on the 
morality of the boy. In 1876 John, 
with >hls parents, saHed for Canada, 
and draw up at the Imperial Olty of 
Ottawa. For some time after coming 
to the country he was engaged work- 
ing on the farm, and It was while nt 
this o<soupatlon that he waa convicted 
of his sins, and eventually became 
oonverteid, Tlhe atory at his conver- 
sion Is aulte iuterestlng. Sergt.-Major 
Webber Telates It In slbout this man- 
ner ; 

Tor a New Pair of Psnte. 

"I was wortcing at Billlnrg^' Bridge, 
some eighteen years ago, with a farm- 
er <named Samuel Svans. Mrs. Bvans, 
having attended some meetings wblcli 
were being held by the Savied Army, 
in the city, and feeling she ought to 
try and do something for t>ie Lor.1, 
desire<l to see me lead a better life, 
and encouraged me to oome and henr 
the Saved Army people. Not being 
very much inellned to religion (not 
having been Inside of a cihurch for 
years), she found me ratbcr hard to 
persuade. Mrs, Evans promised, how- 
ever, one would have her iiuitband 
buy me a new pair of pants If I would 
go and hear the members of this sect 
speak and sing. More to get the pants

1 am sure, sir, mieh sacri- 
fice on the part of Sergt.-'MaJor Web- 
ber Is only one instance in the lite of 
a man who is wnilug to sacrifice much 
more for the good of his fellow-man 
and the extension of the Kingdom, 
which he has flo much at hcJart, 

SePgL-MaJor Webber has certainly 
made very practical use tff his time 
to helping save men and women from 
their sins. In regard to putting for- 
ward his own family.

He 
was married sfbout 23 years also, and 
Is employed as an electrician by the 
Ottawa Electric Light Co.

Corns.*^-Th.ese ar*? piyuliwied by a 
mORbld growth of the skin. 
They are cauEsd either by 
friction cr 'by i)re8Bure, and 
nro unually the result ol wearing a 
tight and otherwise 111-flttlng boot or 
shoe. Corns are not always produced 
hy tlBbt shoes or iboota, being often 
ucoasloned by the friction of loosely 
fitted footwear. There are two vari- 
eties of corn, hard and strft. Hard 
vurns are formed upon the outside of 
the too; soft corns are produced be- 
tween the toes. 

To cure a coiid, the flrst thing to 
be done ia to soften it. To accom- 
pllim tbia, Hoak the feet in hot water 
foi' i'li-w- hs'.'.r cv^ry v.^^'^*. «•"<' theii 
apply a cloth saturated "-.'Ith a strong 
solution df saleratuB. Continue thia 
treatioent for three or four days; 
then remove the com with a thlu, 
BharpJbladed knife, carefully wortcing 
the Unstrumant between the corn and 
the bealthy akin beneath, If the whole 
corn baa been removed, all that now 
remains to he done Is to protect the 
part from pressure. This may be very 
easily accompllsbed by placing over 
It a piece of soft buck^ln, In which 
an opening has been made of the ex- 
act Bine of the com, wbicib should be 



placed exactly over the seat of the 
dlaeaae. By this simple means, the 
diaeased aurface will 'be wholly prl- 
tected from preaaurc. Any tendency 
to harden may be prevented by keep- 
ing the buckskin saturated with sweet 
oil. This simple treatment, if thor- 
oughly applied, will rarely fall to cure 
any corn. 

Here Is the latest suggestion. Soak 
a piece of bread in strong vinegar; 
aipply to the corn as a poultice. The 
effect Is, the corn is so aottened that 
It can easily be removed. 

Bunions — These orlglinate in the 
aame way aa corns, and require some- 
what similar treatment. Soaking tne 
feet in hot water when L'.ey are in- 
flamed, and hatbing with cool wateT 
at other tlitioB, give* great relief. If 
there Is much thickening of the akin 
apply a cauatic, as nitrate of sliver or 
lunar caustic. When the black sur- 
face comes off apply the caustic again. 
Wearing a piece of soft buokskSn, as 
directed for corns, to prevent pre?- 
aure. Is a useful remedy. 

Chltblaina.— This annoying affec- 
tion, though seemingly Inslgnlflcant, 
often makes existence a burden by Its 
constant Irritation, It is ea3:Ily cured, 
hut not by the application of any sort 
of salve, ointment, liniment or quack 
rostrum, no matter how highly recetn- 
mended. 

Just before retiring, prepare two 
vessels for a toot bath. Place In ono 
water an not as can be borne, and 
In the other very cold water. Place 
che feet first in the hot water for two 
minutes, then In the cold water for 
the same length of time. Alternate 
this four or Ave times, merely dipping 
the Test In the cold wftter the last 
time, and then wiping them dry. Re- 
peat his treatment every night until 
the cure is effected. Improvement will 
usuailly begin at once. 

Wear thin 'cotton atocklngs Inside 
the woollen ones, and avoid exposing 
the feet to severe cold uiiLll they are 
well. A general bath twice a week 
Is necessary. 

A gentleman called at our olllce the 
other day. Buffering with wha,t his 
physicians had termed eczema of the 
feet. Th« heels and sides of the feet 
were red and slightly swollen amd (ts.- 



ceedlngly painful. The trouble began 
with freezing the feet aeveral yeari) 
ago, as we found by Inaulry. The casa 
was evidently an InSammatlon or 
congestion of the skin, or what mlgbt 
not Improperly be termed chronic 
chilblains. The following treatment 
cured him: (1) Bathe the feet with 
very hot water for fifteen or twenty 
minutes every night; (2) after bath- 
ing the feet Willi bat water, rub them 
well with beuzoated zinc ointment. 

Tender Feet, — ^When feet are tender 
and painful after long walking or 
standing, great relict can be hod hy 
bathing them in salt and water, a 
handful cf salt to a gallon of water. 
Have the water as hot as can be com- 
fortably hoinie; Immerse the feet and 
throw water up over tie knees with 
the handa. When the water grows 
cool, ru'h feet and llmhs briskly with 
a dry towel. 

Extreme Perspiration.— Just before 
retiring at night, take a hot and cold 
foot hath, dipping the feet first In cold 
water, then In hot, allowing them to 
remain In each for ahout one-half 
minute, ajnd repeating the operation 
fifteen or twenty times. Then rub 
with a soft tov.'cl, and when dry rub 
with subnitrate of bismuth, using two 
heaping table?poonfula. 

Burning Feel. — Bathe the feet night 
and morning with tepid water to 
which a little noap bas been added. 
When nearly dry, dust freely over 
them a powder eouiposed ul one pari 
of salicylic acid and sixteen part? 
of powdered alum. a. the ourning is 
especially troublesaiue at night, dip In 
hot water for fifteen minutes before 
applying the powder. A Jug filled with 
cold water Is a good palliative. 

Cold Feet..— Onld feet are due to 
deficient circulation. Administer the 
alternate hot-and-cold foot bath as di- 
rected for chilblains several times a 
day. Wear large, thick boots or shoes, 
and thick woolen stockings. Keep 
the feet dry. Exercise. Allow no con- 
striction about the limbs, as garters 
or elastics. Olotbe the upper por- 
tions of the limbs warmly. Do not 
wear rubbers, except for n little while 
at a time, whan necessary. Electric 
or galvaulc soles are of no us© what- 
ever. The feet should be kept per-
